And some parents and 
teachers may feel the need to 
protect their children from pub- 
lications of lax morality, 


Seen in this light, the Edu- 
cation Ministry's recent deci- 
sion to recommend good books 
seems quite timely. Only books 
for children and youth under 
15 years of age will be consider- 
ed for selection, 


But is this decision not the 
first toward thought con- 
trol of the prewar and wartime 
pattern? This question is be 
raised by some individuals 
organizations, who are usually 
critical of official policies. 

Although there is definitely 
no immediate danger of revival 
of thought control, it is cer 
tainly worthwhile to examine 
the entire issue at this moment.

Other Organs 
There are at present man

dren but also for adults. These 
organizations include the Japan 
Library Association, the Al- 
Japan School Library 
the Japan Broadcasting Cor 
ration (NHK), the Children’s 
iterature Association, and the 
Central Child Welfare Council. 


Despite their work, the Edu- 
cation Ministry authorities say, 
many librarians at public 
libraries and community cen- 
ters are asking the Ministry to 
help them in the selection of 
books. 

If they and the le at 
large regard the official recom- 
mendation as just another list- 
ing of good books, there will be 
no danger. If on the contrary 
th deem the official list as 
higher than others simply be- 
cause it is official, there is at 
least a potential danger. 

In view of this heavy re 
sponsibility of librarians, atten- 
tion must be drawn on the 
shortage of trained librarians 
In this country. Kelo Univer- 
sity has an excellent school of 
library service but other edu- 
cational institutions seem to be 
neglecting the training 
librarians. 

Libraries Overlooked 


That is because Japan as 4a 
whole, both on the central and 


local levels, is failing to appre- 
clate the im of public 
libraries community cen- 


ters for democracy. If Japan 
had invested sufficient resources 
in libraries and training of 
librarians, this awkward pro- 
posal for official recommenda- 
tion of books could have been 
avoided altogether. 


Under the prevailing cir- 
cumstances, however, some 
kind of reading guidance is 
necessary, although official in- 
tervention in the matter may 
not be the wisest step to take. 


Some critics say it is impos- 
sible to recommend books to 
an indefinite number of read- 
ers because their age, sex, oc 
cupation, education and other 
personal background are dif- 
ferent. But such philosophical 
assertion is tantamount to sub- 
mission to vile commercialism 
of publishers, who are marshal- 
ling every means of advertise- 
ment to produce claptrap “best- 
sellers” out of cheap stuff. 


Rising Germany Worries USSR

MOSCOW (AP)—The severi- 
ty of the latest Soviet note to 
West Germany together with 
the call for a Warsaw pact con- 
ference throws added spotlight 
on the growing Russian concern 
over a rising Germany. 

A number of diplomats, in- 
cluding several from the West, 
find the Russians more concern- 
ed about the rising might of 
Germany in some respects than 
continued competition with the 
United States. 

Of all countries in Europe, 
Germany has made the most 
impressive recovery since the 
war from conditions at least as 
bad as conditions in Russia at 
the end of the war. Its indus- 
try and cities were smashed 
just as in Russia and what re- 
mained of the industry was in 
part carried off by the occupy- 
ing powers. 

The Moscow press—lzvestia, 
Pravda and various military pa- 
pers—have been pouring out a 
stream of abuse on the Germans, 
notably in recent days, accus- 
ing them of being the principal 
stumbling block in the way of 
negotiations. 

The note sent to the Germans 
last Tuesday was described in 
informed quarters as wholly dif- 
ferent from the somewhat 
fatherly note sent to the Nor- 
wegians April 16. Warnings 
against nuclear arming of Ger- 
mans, or even arming with 
weapons capable of carrying nu- 
clear warheads, was described 
as very serious. 

The industrial revival of the 
Germans is far beyond the ex- 
pectations of the Russians or for 
that matter beyond the expecta- 
tions of a number of West Ger- 
many's European allies in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 


tion. The Russians can be ex- 
pected to play on this latter 
source of concern continually 
before and after the Foreign 
Ministers’ conference May 11 
and up to the opening of the 
summit parley. 

Analysts here, the 

rospects of the Foreign Min- 

ers’ conferences, believe the 
Soviet Union is so confident that 
there will be a summit confer- 
ende that they are not likely to 
waste much ammunkion at the 
Geneva talks. 

Premier Nikita Khrushchev 
has made clear on a number of 
occasions he believes that diplo- 
mats such as Foreign Ministers 
are of little importance and that 
effective new arrangements be- 
tween nations are possible only 
when the top leaders get to 
gether at the summit. 

A new arrangement Khrush- 
chev would welcome most would 
be any type which provides for 
a slowdown of the West German 
defense preparations. 


The Warsaw conference is 
considered largely as window 
dressing just as Russia insisted 
was the case with the recent 
NATO conference in Washing- 
ton. Russia will call the tune 
at the Warsaw Pact meeting 
just as she insists that the U.S. 
did at Washington. 


One thing is considered very 
likely here: If a communique is 
issued at Warsaw after the East 
bloc talks, it will most likely be 
almed at Germany. As one 
Western diplomat phrased it, 
Germany is a cat which in Rus 
sian eyes has become a lion. The 
Soviets are reportedly confident 
that many experts who will 
come to the Foreign Ministers 
conference from France and 
Britain will share the same 
view. 

For the Soviet Union that is 
fertile ground.
